Evidence in Two Murder Cascn. 


In a case of' murder by strangulation 


the woman who perpetrated the crime 
had been a nurse in an infirmary and 
accustomed to lay out dsad 
bodies. 


After the murder she canned out un- 
thinkingly her professional practice by 
smoothing the clothes under the body of 
her victim, placing the legs at full 
length, the arms out straight by the side 
and the hands open. Tho doctor who 
was called in at once declared such a 
condition of the body was inexplicable 
on the supposition of suicide, consider- 
ing the amount of violence that must 
have attended the strangulation. 


In another case the criminal had at- 


tempted to make the death appear like 
the act of suicide by placing the lower 
end of the rope near the hand of the de- 
ceased, but he selected the left hand, 
whereas the deceased was right handed, 
and he did not leave enough rope for 
either hand to grasp in order to produce 
the very violent constriction of the neck 
which had been caused by the two^coils 
on the rope. A surgeon pointed out 
these things. Both criminals confessed 
their crimes before execution.—Toronto 
Mail.

The shy 
little wood creatures that love the dusk 
come out of their hiding places and run 
near him, quite fearless of his motionless 
figure. Delicate, mouselike creatures 
are here, the flying squirrels, in soft 
gray draperies.

A Typical Mississippi Steamboat. 


The City of Providence was one of a 


long line of Mississippi boats edging the 
broad, clean, sloping levee that fronts 
busy St. Louis. She was by far the 
largest and handsomest of tho packets, 
but all are of one type, and that ia 
worth describing. 
They are, so far RS I 


remember, all painted white, and are 
very broad and low. Each carries two 
tall black funnels, capped with a bulging 
ornamental top, and carrying on rods 
swung between tho funnels the trade 
mark of the company cut out of sheet 
iron, on anchor or an initial letter, a 
fox or a swan, or whatever. 


There are three or f otir stories to these 


boats—first the open main deck for 
freight and for the boilers and engines, 
tEen the walled in saloon deck, with a 
row of windows and doors cut alternately 
close beside one another and with pro- 
fuse ornamentation by means of jig saw 
work wherever it can be put, and last 
of all the " iexas," or officers' quarters, 
and the "bu--eau," or negro passengers' 
cabin, forming the third story.
